(T) These data essentially confirm available information. However* it 
had been believed that the militia was equipped with blue uniforms 0 
Photographs published in the press showed that metal insignia were 
also worn by members of the army. 

(2) The nev; service cap was introduced in late 19li9. 

(3) Press photographs showed that EM alco wore ties rath their dress 
uniforms. 

(I 4 .) This is correct and was confirmed by an order of Division General 
Rotkiewicz* (fnu)* and published in the Polish press of September 
1950 on the wearing of items of clothing other than those provided 
by regulations, particularly overcoats. 

(5) -prom photographs published in the Polish press this statement seems
